The Indiana Division also collects 
and maintains print and non-print 
materials documenting all areas of 
Indiana and its people. Many of the 
items in this collection do not circulate, 
but are available for in-house use.

The Indiana Division oversees the 

State Documents Program, responsible 

for collecting copies of state agency 

publications and distributing them to 

the 12 state document depository 

libraries outside Indianapolis, as well 

as the Library of Congress. 

The Indiana Division’s Newspaper 

Section is responsible for the  

acquisition of newspapers from around 

Indiana.  It subscribes to over 150 

current newspapers, and holds over 

80,000 reels of microfilmed newspa-

pers dating from 1804 through today. 

The Indiana Division has created 

specialized indexes and databases to 

provide better access to Indiana 

information.  Several indexes are 

online databases now, accessible from 

the Library’s Web site.

The Indiana Division is considered one of 

the largest and broadest collections of 

information about Indiana in the world.  

With its extensive collections of state 

agency publications, newspapers, 

manuscripts from Hoosiers of all walks of 

life, and more, it serves as a resource to 

scholars, state employees, students, family 

historians, environmental engineers, and 

the public.  Staff answer approximately 

15,000 questions each year from 

throughout the world by phone, fax, e-mail, 

letter, or in person. 

The Manuscripts Section 

of the Indiana Division 

collects, preserves, and 

makes available over 

three million manu-

scripts dating from the 

late 1700s through the 

21st century, as well 

as thousands of 

photographs, broadsides, 

and oral histories.
